The folio wing inscription appear­ 
ed on a banner earned in a politi­ 
cal procession in Ottawa in 1659, 
during the famous Lincoln Douglas 
debate: 
“ Free Territories and Free Men

Free Schools and Free Teachers.” 
Pearson reports that Lincoln was 
an early proponent of . ideals and 
standards sought by the IKA to­ 
day, stated in terms that sound 
strangely modern.
